“You’re never going to be a million- 
aire, and if public recognition is im- 
portant to you, don’t apply,” Magee 
said, iibui job satisfaction In this agen- 
cy is very high.” 

He explained that spies working 
for the CIA are “just like you and me 
— they’re not the glamorous figures 
you see on TV.” 

Some agents, the recruiters said, 
spend much of their time monitoring
